POISON  IVY  OR  OAK 

These  plants  which  commonly 
cause  ski^  poisoning  belong  to  the 
sumac  family. 

Poison  Ivy  is  a shrub  or  small 
tree,  with  oval,  pointed  leaves  ar- 
ranged in  clusters  of  seven  to 
thirteen  on  a stalk.  V.hile  poison 
oak  is  a creeper  or  a climbing 
plant  with  broad  leaves,  sometimes 
slightly  matched  arranged  in  clus- 
ters of  three. 

Both  plants  have  red  berries. 

Prevention^ Is  naturally  to  a- 
vold  these  ph  nts.  Remember  there 
Is  no  certeJiiity  that  if  you  have 
handled  these  plants  at  one  tfrae 
with  out  injury  that  the  same  will 
be  true  on  another  occassioni 
-BlMPTOi'.S- 

The  symptons  are  those  of  a- 
severe  inflammation  of  the  skin. 
This  of  course  appears  more  of- 
ften  on  the  exposed  parts,  usually 
the  hands,  arms, and  face.  The  skin 
becomes  much  inflamed  and  swollen, 
blisters  form  and  even  pus  some- 
times. There  may  be  also  the  loss 
of  the  upper  layers  of  the  skin 
and  a red  weepy  surface.  The  pain, 
itching,  and  dio-comfort  is  severe. 

A doctor  should  be  called  promptly 

A very  good  , and  simple  treat- 
ment is  a wash  of  two  or  three  per- 
cent Boric  Acid  solution  followed 
by  the  application  of  Zenic  Oint- 
ment. 

-OTHER  REMEDY- 

Lirno  water  for  the  vmsh,  ahd 
carbolized  vaseline  for  the  oint- 
ment are  very  good,  remedies.  The 
Ointment  should  be  washed  off  ‘ . 
daily  with  the  wash,  the  part 
dried  gently  and  the  ointment 
reapplied.  Later  a saturated  solu- 
tion of  Epson  Salts  has  been  high- 
ly re comended. 

Another  very  good  remedy  is  to 
apply  a paste  made  from  baking 
soda  and  water  to  the  affected 
parts  and  cover  with  a damp  cloth. 
This  treatment  should  be  repeated
